OK  course,  if  history  is  a  scale<i  book  tn  ytni, 
and  if  you  havu  no  imaRination,  you  may 
yi<:it  Wt'stminsier  Ahbey,  the  Forum,  the 
Acropolis,  the  Holy  City  itself  ami  remain  unmoved. 
So,  as  a  hasty  tourist,  you  mi»\-  dash  through 
Halifax,  and  put  yourself  on  record  as  having  seen 
only  a  certain  number  of  buildinjis  murh  in  need  of 
paint  and  the  scrubbing-brush.  In  fact,  mi>rf  than 
one  sapient  traveller  has  done  so;  but  Halifax  is 
like  Wordsworth's  fMiet:  you  must  lovcherere  to  you 
she  will  seem  worth>'  of  >(»ur  love,  ^nu  must  take 
time  to  study  and  learn  her  past  l>efore  her  special 
charm  becomes  apparent,  hut  \<)ur  patience  will  lie 
rewarded  in  the  end.  Perhaps  the  unwavering  devc*- 
tion  of  twent\'  years  may  be  ronsidcrecl  as  giving 
the  present  writer  some  title  to  discourse  up<m 
those  attractions  of  our  old  grav 
city  by  the  sea.  which  must  e\cr 
remain  hirldcn  from  the  casual  eye. 
One  feature  must  be  plain 
even  to  the  least  observant,  t  he 
unmatched  magnificence  of  the

It  has  floated  ever\ 
llaR  and  every  kind  of  craft  from  einhteenth-century 
privateer.s  to  Southern  hlix-kade-riinners  and  the 
steel  lexialhans  of  modern  war  and  eommcree 
fast  Thrum  Cap,  the  sand-spit  at  the  harliour 
mouth,  came  slowly  two  frigates  on  Sunda\-  the 
sixth  of  June,  l,Sl:i,  with  their  scuppers  runninu 
red,  as  the  sailors  swahhed  the  decks.  They  were 
the  Slunituni  and  the  ('lits(ipiaki\  after  their 
historic  battle  si.\  days  before.

At  thv  >tn\xhvrn  trui  of  the 
I'ai-aik-  stands  the  old  parish 
( hunh  of  Saint  I'aulV,  the 
oldest  I'rotcstani  churrh  in 
Canada,  jnsi  whcrt-  it  has 
stixtd  for  a  ri-ntury  and  a 
half.  The  tntrantt'  has  Ijecn 
Th9  Dukt  ofKtni  "-hanitt'd     aliout.     the      steeple 

has  iH'en  rehulh,  wings  ana  a 
fhantt'l  ha\T  In-en  added,  hut  the  original  frame 
and  design  remain  unaltered.  It  is  essentially  a 
London  rhnnh  of  the  eighteenth  century,  such  as 
Sir  Roger  de  Coverley  rejoiced  to  see  rising  uutMidc 
the  city  and  such  as  Hogarth  used  to  draw. 
It  boiists  a  k<»yal  foundation.  Its  walls  are 
covered  with  marbles  and  brasses  inscribed 
with  the  history  of  our  old  families.  Two  monu- 
ments came  from  the  studios  of  (liljson  and  Chant- 
rev,  lierc  lies  Sir  John  Harvey,  the  hero  of  Stoney 
Creek.  The  old  church  has  seen  strange  sights  in 
Its  time — a  congregation  of  Micmac  Indians  hcari..g 
serv-ice  in  their  own  wild  tongue,  a  whole  battalion 
of  Hessians  receiving  the  communion  at  one  time, 
p<mipous  funerals,  weddings,  christenings,  pro- 
cessions. In  the  entry  hang  the  hatchments  of 
forgotten  worthies,  rich  in  armorial  devices.  I'he 
communion  i»latc  dates  from  ^ueen  .Anne. 

Once  upon  a  time,  the  church  was  balanced  by  a 
college  at  the  other  end  of  the  Parade.     It  was  a 
^lain,   solid,  dignified   structure  like  the   Province 
innlding  and  Covernment  House,  and  belonging  to 
the    same    architectural    era.      .\lany 
were  the  scenes   the  old  college  wit- 
nessed before  it  moved  away  and  gave 
[ilace  to  our  present  (iuildhall,  which 
I  refuse  to  characterize.     Kew  institu- 
tions of  learning  l)egan  more 
auspiciously.  The  corner-stone

wah  laid  by  a  Royal  jjuvcrnur  with  most  itii- 
poMRK  iiTftiionv.  With  colors  lIvinK  and  niiiMc 
pla\inK.  ihi-  rfd-toais  niafk-  a  lam-  Irom 
<-.oyfrmm-nt  House  to  thr  I'aradf,  ihn.iiKh 
which  paHst'd  the  stau-ly  prcHCssiori  lli>  Kxccl- 
Icmy  and  his  Klittcrinn'  staff,  the  rivir  maKi> 
tratc,  diRniiarifs  of  all  s<.ris.  officers  of  iIk-  arniv 
and  navy,  citizt-ns.  The  C.rand  Mastt-r  of  iht-  Vrvv 
Masons  had  his  part.  Prayer-  wert-  >aid.  tht-  stone 
was  lowered  into  its  place  and  diilv  tap|M*d  with  a 
silver  trowel.  Syml>olif  oil  and  rorn  and  wine  were 
prnircd  out  in  pajjan  libation,  s[K(vhes  were  spoken 
and  so  was  Dalhousie  College  publitlv  instituted 
on  May  22nd.  IH'JO.  For  years  it  Mr\v<\  all  sorts 
of  purposes,  save  the  one  for  which  it  was  designed. 
A  museum,  a  dcbating-club,  a  Mechanics'  Institute. 
a  post-office,  an  infant  school,  a  painting  dub.  a 
cholera  hospital  and  a  pastry-cook's  shop  all  found 
shelter  at  dilTcrent  times  under  this  cimiplaisantly 
hospitable  roof  It  was  used  for  its  proper  purposi' 
also;  and  the  early  collegians  are  believed  to  have 
sported  the  Scottish  gown  of  Haming 
scarlet,  now  only  to  l>e  seen  at  Saint 
Antlrew's. 

Looking  west  towards  theCita<lel, 
from  the  Parade.  I  sec  half-way  up 
thcsteephill.theclock- 
towcr    built     by    the 
Duke     of     Kent,     tt) 
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rtmiml  Haligonians,  saith  IJamc  Rumciur,  of 
the  exact  time  of  day.  His  office  at  head- 
ilM'.rlcrs.  reiwrteth  the  same  trustv  gossip,  was 
full  of  all  varieties  of  cl<Kks,  watches,  time- 
pieces, chronometers,  horologes,  sundials  and 
hour-glasses,  for  the  encouragement  of  punctuality- 
in  all  and  sundry  with  whom  he  hail  to  do. 
military  and  civilians.  In  truth.  His  Royal 
Highness  was  a  martinet  formed  in  the  hard  old 
Prussian  schixil,  and  a  rigorous  enforcer  of  discip- 
line. When  he  took  final  leave  of  Halifax  in  l.SOd. 
he  left  eleven  poor  fellows  under  sentence  of  death 
for  mutiny  and  desertion.  Kight  were  repriexerl 
under  the  gallows  and  three  were  hanged,  on  it  In- 
the  neck  until  they  were  dead.  .Altogether,  he 
lived  in  Halifax  for  six  years  as  commander  of  the 
forces;  and  this  period,  when  wc  hail  a  Prince  of 
the  Blood  resident  among  us.  is  justlv  regarded  as 
our  .-Xge  of  (lold.  Those  were  very  splendid  and 
julK  .lays,  but  I  am  afraid  that  thev  were  exceed- 
ingly improper.  Why  pretend  or  biink  the  facts' 
Old  Halifax  was  an  eighteenth  centurv  city  with 
morals  to  match.  In  thosi.^  high  and  far-off  "limes, 
the  army  and  navy  were  not  exactly  convent  .schools, 
and  the  r\*y  itself  was  perilously  rich.  The  invin- 
(ihle  fleet  swept  the  merchantmen  of  our  enemies 
off  the  seas;  lawful  prizes  came  in  almost  daily, 
and  streams  of  guineas  Howed  like  water.  Privateer- 
ing w-as  a  profitable  sptTulation.  Fortunes  w-ere 
made  rapidly  and  kept  as  well  as  made.  The 
generous  hospitality  of  the  old-time  Halifax  mer- 
chants was  famous.  In  such  a  community,  the 
Prince  was  the  social  centre  antl  set  the  example. 
In  the  address  of  welcome,  he  was  hailed  as  a  second 
Ca'sar.  He  arrived  with  a  very  beautiful  French 
lady  in  his  train  from  Marlinitiue,  where  he  had 
been  campaigning,  who  was  known  as  Madame  de 
Saint  Laurent.  1  have  heard  her  described  quite 
seriously  as  hi.s  morganatic  w-ifc;  but  the  French 
have  the  exact  term,  matlresse  en  tUre.  Over  his 
household  she  presided  and  respectable  Halifax, 
with  the  Bi.shop's  lady  at  their  head,  had  to  recog- 
nize and  call  upon  her.  The  Duke  lived  for  the 
greater  part  of  his  reign  at  Kriar  Lawrence's  Cell, 
the  fine  place  of  Sir  John  Wentworth  on  the  shores 
of  the  Basin,  now  known  as  Prince's  Lodge.  .All 
that  remains  of  its  ancient  splendour  is  the  rotunda 
where  the  band  used  to  play  on  gala  days;  but  the 
ruins  inspired  the  finest  page  of  Hali- 
burton's  prose.  Years  before  the 
Duke's  time,  good  Mr.  .MacGregor 
and  saintly  Henry  Alleyne  gave  their 
testimony  as  to  the  moral  condition 
of  the  city.  To  them  it  was  the  City 
of  Destruction.  No 
doubt     the     moralist 
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had  cause  to  shake  his  head.  At  the  same 
time,  the  balls,  parties,  levees,  dinners,  the  Sunday 
reviews  on  the  ("nmmon,  the  illuminations  for 
great  victories  by  sea  and  land,  the  fcastin}(.  the 
fighting,  the  raids  of  the  press-ganjf,  the  constant 
military  bustle  in  the  streets,  the  coming  and  g(»ing 
of  ships  in  the  harbour,  the  prizes  sold  at  the  wharf 
had  made  life  in  this  demure  old  town  a  brilliant, 
stirring  spectacle  down  to  the  dramatic  close  of  the 
great  Xajioleonic  wars. 

At  the  bec-hive-like  portal  of  the  Citadel  stand 
two  mu/zled  mortars  that  were  used  at  the  siege  of 
Louisbourg.  when  it  fell  before  the  genius  of  Wolfe. 
Though   mute   now   forever,   they   speak   by   their 
silence  of  the  great    deeds   done    in    days    of  old. 
Another  reminder  of  that  feat  of  arms  is  the  little 
hotel  beside  Saint  Paul's.     When  Pitt's  sappers  and 
miners  blew  the  great  rampart  of  Lrmisbourg  into 
the  moat,  Mr.  Secretary  Bulkeley,  Irish  gentleman, 
ex-dragoon  officer  and  King's  messenger,  procuretl 
him  a  shipload  of  the  good  cut  stone  to  ^ 
build    this    mansion.       Bulkeley   was   a  \ 
chaiactcr,  a  little  man  of  many  accom- 
plishments, an  excellent    chess-pla\'er,   a 
fine  horseman,  and    a  draughtsman 
of  no  mean  skill.     He  was  the  right- 
hand  of  Cornwallis  in  found- 
ing the  city,   and   for  jear^ 
he     managed     it     and     the 
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Halifax  from  St.  George's  island,  looking  towards  The  Narrows 

Province  and  the  successive  governors  as  they 
came,  a  quiet  tactful  power  behind  the  throne. 
His  hospitality  was  famous;  the  present  hotel 
dining-room  with  its  black  marble  mantel-piece 
from  l.ouisbourg  has  seen  Royal  Princes  and  foreign 
potentates  entertained  with  by-gone  ceremony  and 
splendour. 

George  street  traverses  the  Parade  and  runs 
down  to  the  market  wharf.  A  fanciful  view  of 
Halifax  "from  ye  topmast  head"  published  in 
London  in  1750,  six  months  after  its  foundation, 
shows  the  waterside  decorated  with  a  gallows  and 
a  pillory.  I  have  talked  to  an  old  lady  who  remem- 
bered as  a  child  being  hurried  by  her  nurse  past 
the  pillory,  where  an  old  man  stood  to  be  pelted  by 
the  ragamuffins  of  the  town.  When  the  poor-house 
was  built,  the  estimate  included  a  whipping-post. 
Criminals  were  hanged  in  chains  beside  the  harbour. 
Soldiers  were  flogged  in  the  barrack  square,  and 
sailors,  round  the  fleet.  Thieves  were  branded  with 
hot  irons.  These  were  the  usual  punishments  of 
those  hard  old  times. 

When  Cornwallis  came  first,  he 
held  council  in  the  cabin  of  the  Beau- 
fort transport,  round  the  long  oak 
table  still  to  be  seen  in  the  ante- 
room of  the  Council  Chamber.  By 
the  middle  of  October, 
^  1749,  there  was  ready^for 
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him  a  simall,  low  huiltling  of  one  storey,  the 
frame  of  which  tame  from  Boston.  Eiijht  or 
nine  years  late",  it  had  given  place  to  the  rather 
fine  two-storey  building  to  be  seen  in  Short's 
plate  with  a  sentry-box  at  the  gate  and  an  original 
British  Grenadier  mounting  guard.  It  was  the 
ofhcial  residence  of  the  Governor  and  often  the  scene 
of  high  wassail  in  the  olden  time.  The  present 
House  of  Parliament  dales  from  ISll  and  cost 
£"52.000.  Government  House  was  begun  in  1800, 
but  it  was  nut  "rendered  habitable"  until  about 
five  years  later. 

Perhaps  some  readers  may  remember  Haw- 
thorne's sketch  of  the  old  Province  House  and  the 
old  Tory  and  how  gloomy  he  makes  both.  ()ur 
Province  House  has  no  such  associations.  Ours 
has  ever  been  the  honoured  centre  of  the  life  of  the 
community;  and  the  "Tories."  whom  we  call 
Loyalists,  played  a  great  part  on  this  stage.  Hen- 
are  found  many  relics  of  provincial  history-; 
here  is  the  home  of  our  legislature. 
The  House  still  opens  with  imposing 
ceremony.  The  gravelled  court- 
yard within  the  tall  iron  railings  is 
filled  with  t^hc  guard  of  honour  with 
the  colours  and  the  band.  The 
Governor  drives  up 
under  the  thunder 
of   a    salute    from 
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t\^  guiu  on  the  Citadel.  Before  entering,  our 
nibr  pauaee  on  the  low  platform  before  the  door, 
the  band  playi  the  opening  ban  of  the  National 
Antbein,  and  the  loldicry  present  arms.  In  January,  ^ 
1842,  no  leM  a  penonage  than  Chariei  Dickene, 
paaenger  on  thie  Cunarder  the  Amtrica,  wu 
preient  at  the  ceremony  and  haa  recorded  that  it 
waa  "like  looking  at  Wettminater  through  the 
wrong  end  of  a  teleacope." 

Our  local  Houk  of  Lordi  u  houwd  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  a  magnificent  room  which 
happily  remain*  in  it>  original  a^ate,  unspoiled  by 
modem  impiovementa.  Here  danced  the  Prince 
of  Wales  in  1860;  and  here  Sir  John  Thompson 
lay  in  state  in  a  wilderness  of  fltwers  and  greenery 
one  day  of  January,  1001.  This  room  is  our  local 
Valhalla  or  Westminster  Abbey,  containing  portraits . 
of  the  most  distinguished  sons  of  the  Province: 
Sir  Fenwicit  Williams,  whose  brilliant  defence  of 
Kars  redeenuSritain's  part  in  the  Crimea;  Colonel 
John  Inglisof  the  Ri6e  Brigade,  who  held  Lucknow 
throughout  the  darkest  days  of  tUe  Mutiny,  and 
Haliburton,  who  first  brought  Nova  Scotia  into 
literature.  The  .portrait  of  Chief  Justice  Strange 
is  by  Benjamin  West.  There  are  also  full-tength 
portraits  of  George  II.  and  George  III.  in  royal 
robes,  and  their  resplendent  queens. 

The  library  is  another  quaint  room  with  it* 
alcoves  and  gallery  and  tall  windows  facing  the  east. 
Here  is  preserved  the  "North  Atlantic  Neptune," 
the  very  charts  "that  were"  once  owned  and  used  by 
Nelson  himself.  It  was  once  the  court-room  and 
the  scene  of  many  trials.  The  first  man  to  be  tried 
!n  it  was  Richard  John  Uniacke  for  the  fatal  duel 
in  v.'iich  he  shot  William  Bowie  at  the  north  govern- 
ment farm  near  the  Lady  Hammond  Road.  An 
old  lady  of  my  acquaintance  remembered  the 
seconds  coniing  in  the  early  morning  to  her  father's 
house  for  pillows  to  put_in  the  carriage jvhich  was 
to  convey  the"  wounded  nwin  to  his  home.  _  Uniacke 
entered  the  court-room  leaning  on  the  arm  of_tlie 
father,  the  attorney-general  of  the  Province,  an 
yed  giant  of  a  man  dressed  in  a  snuS-cokiured  suit 
and  carrying  a  seven-foot  staff  in 
.,^^_  his  hand.     He  made  a  little  speech 

to  the  judp  and  jury;  it  was  in  the 
%ays  \fk  the  code;  and  his  son  was 
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Acquitted.  Howe  fourht  a  duel  neer  the  Manello 
Tower,  but  no  one  wu  hurt.  Here,  too,  were 
tried  the  wretched  pimtn  of  the  Paladin  for  their 
•tupid  crime.  A  imall  full-length  panel  of  the 
Duke  of  Kent  in  uniform  decorates  this  room, 
together  with  portiaiu  of  dittinguished  Nova 
Scotiana  like  Sir  Samuel  Cunard  and  Sir  Provo 
Wallis,  Admiral  of  the  Fleet.  All  this  does  not 
begin  to  exhaust  the  historic  significance  of 
old  Halifax,  t  have  only  walked  in  fancy  down 
one  short  street  and  pointed  to  three  or  four 
old  buildings  closely  bound  up  with  our  civic 
life.  The  associations  of  the  other  churches,  the 
cemeteries,  the  forts,  the  environs,  the  streets,  the 
public  buildings,  the  dockyard,  the  personalities 
and  achievements  of  distinguished  citizens,  the 
share  of  Halifax  in  the  great  wars,  the  civic 
jests  and  legends  and  anecdotes  I  am  forced  to 
leave  untouched.  My  subject  is  almost  inex- 
haustible; I  have  barely  stirred  the 
surface;  I  have  merely  hinted  at  the 
mines  of  interest  in  the  past  of 
Halifax. 
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HALIFAX,  the-  capital  of  Nova  Scotia,  with 
sf  lendid  summer  climate,  ideal  situation,  noble 
harbour,  and  beautiful  surroundinga.  has.  for 
many  years,  been  in  great  favour  as  a  place  of  summer 
sojourn.  The  city  occupies  a  commanding  position* 
on  a  rocky  peninsula  and  was  for  long  years  the  chief 
British  military  and  naval  station  in  America.  Now 
it  is  garrisoned  by  Canadian  troops  and  is  no  longer 
a  renuezvouB  for  war  fleets,  although  it  has  been 
selected  as  the  site  for  the  Naval  Academy  to  be 
established  by  the  Canadian  Government  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Canadian  naval  plans.  The  sea  is 
before  it  robbed  of  all  its  terrors,  appearing  only  as 
a  thing  of  beauty.  The  water  on  the  west  is  the 
Northwest  Arm,  a  stretch  of  about  three  miles  in 
length  and  a  quarter  of  a  mile  in  width.  To  the 
south  and  east  is  the  harbor,  which  narrows  as  it 
reaches  the  upper  end  of  the  city  and  expands  into 
Bedford  Basin,  with  its  ten  square  miles  of  safe 
anchorage.  The  Basin  terminates  at  a  distance  of 
nine  miles  from  the  city,  and 
is  navigable  for  the  whole  dis- 
tance. The  city  proper  is  on 
the  eastern  slope  of  the  isthmus 
and  rises  from  the  water  to  a 
height  of 
two  hun 
'     dred    and 
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fifty-six  leet  at  the  Citadel.  On  the  eastern 
side  of  the  harbor  is  the  town  of  Dartmouth. 
In  the  harbor  and  commanding  all  parts  of  it 
is  the  strongly  fortified  George's  Island,  while 
at  the  entrance,  three  miles  below,  is  McNab's 
Island,  which  effectually  guards  the  passage 
from  the  sea.  The  harbor  is  one  of  the  finest 
in  the  world — a  haven  in  which  a  thousand 
ships  may  rest  secure,  and  yet  but  a  little  way 
removed  from  the  broad  ocean  highway  which 
unites  the  eastern  and  western  worlds. 

Citadel  Hill,  250  feet  above  the  level  of  the 
harbor,  is  the  crowning  height  of  Halifax  as  seen 
from  the  water.    On  it  are  fortifications  begun  by 
the  Duke  of  Kent,  over  a  century  ago,  altered  and 
improved  for  a  time  to  keep  pace  with  the  advances 
in  the  science  of  warfare,  but  now 
regarded  as.  obsolete.     There   is  a 
thoroughly  rno^t*  n  system  of  fortifi- 
cations in  and  around  Halifax,  how- 
ever, the  islands  and 
prominent    points    of 
the  shore  being  fully 
equipped  for  purposes 
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of  (lefpncc    with    the    latent    armament    of   (luick 
firing;  ami  (liA4ip[x^arin({  K'lnii- 

An  cxci'lli'nt  view  of  the  city  and  its  surroiinil- 
inKH  may  tte  had  from  the  Citadel.  It  commands 
land  and  water  for  many  miles.  The  .Arm,  the 
Hasin,  the  harlior  with  its  islands,  the  sea  with  its 
ships,  the  distant  hills  and  forests,  the  city  with  its 
busy  streets — all  arc  present  to  the  eye  in  a  beautiful 
and  varied  panorama.  Dartmouth,  acrn  s  the 
harlM>r,  is  seen  to  line  advantage,  while  on  the 
waters  aiound  the  city  are  ships  uf  all  the  nation.-* 
of  the  earth.  No  amount  of  elaborate  word- 
pajntinic  would  do  justice  to  the  view  on  a  6ne 
^umml■r  day.  It  must  be  st-en,  and  once  seen  it 
will  not  be  forgotten. 

Halifax  is  an  English  cit>'  in  a  very  pronounced 
dejijree — the  most  Kn({lish  on  the  continent,  nor  is 
this  strange  when  it  is  considered  that  it  has  been 
so  long  :i  garrison  town  and  naval  port,  that  h^ 
commercial  relations  with  the  Mother  Count r>' 
have  been  very  extensive,  and  that  the  family  tics 
l>ctwccn  the  people  of  England  and  those  of  Halifax 
are  very  numerous. 

Among  the  attractions  for  visitors  in  and  around 
Halifax    may    be    mentioned    the    fortifications    of 
McXab's   and    (George's    Islands,    as    well    as    the 
various  forts  around  the  shore,  all  worthy  of  a 
visit.     There  are  many  beautiful  drives,  which  can 
be  varied  according  to  the   time  at  disposal.     A 
favorite  one  is  down  the  Point  Pleasant  road  and 
up  the  Northwest  Arm.     The  Arm  is  a  particularly 
attractive  place,  especially  when  the  drive  is  con- 
tinued past  Melville  Island  and  as  far  as  the  Dingle. 
Front  the  Arm  one  may  drive  oui  on  the  Prospect 
Road  and  around  Herring  Cove.    The  view  of  the 
ocean  from  the   hills  is  of  an  enchanting  nature. 
Another   drive   is  around   Bedford    Basin  coming 
home  by  way  of  Dartmouth:  or  it 
may  be  extended  to  Waverley  and 
Portobello  before  starting  for  home, 
the  distance  being  in  all  twenty- 
seven     miles.        I  ndeed .     spea^£i^g 
gL-neraily,   all    around 
Halifax  are  bays.coves, 
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islands   and  lakes,  any  one   of    which    is    worthy 
of  a  visit. 

In  the  city  itself  there  is  much  to  interest  a 
stranger,  there  being  many  public  buildings  and 
institutions  worthy  of  attention.  Among  these  are 
the  historic  Government  Building,  with  its  legis- 
lative hall  and  the  provincial  library,  the  Domirion 
Buildings,  several  historic  churches,  handsome 
modern  churches,  and  all  kinds  of  public  institu- 
tions— some  of  which  bear  glowing  tribute  to  (he 
charity  and  philanthropy  of  the  people.  The 
Public  (iardens  belonging  to  the  city  will  be  found 
a  .iiost  pleasant  retreat,  with  their  trees  and  flowers, 
fountains,  lakes,  and  cool  ami  shady  walks.  Here 
one  may  enjoy  the  fragrance  of  nature  in  all  its 
glory,  while  the  eye  is  feasting  on  nature's  beauties. 
These  gardens,  in  proportion  to  their  size,  have  no 
superior  in  the  cities  of  America.  Their  area  is 
about  fourteen  acres,  and  every  yard 
of  the  c^iltivated  ground  bears  evidence 
uf  ih^-  best  of  taste  in  design  and 
execution.  Point  Pleasant  Park  is 
another       exceed ingly 
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hruiitifiit  place,  with  its  ilri\rH  unti  (KiihwayH  and 
the  Mt-a  iloM'  ai  hand. 

One  '•hiiiiUl  havf  a  s;tit  on  Hfilford  [lanin,  (h-tt 
fair  i-xpanM-  of  waii-r.  hnKtd.  di't>p,  Miit-  and  l>t-auti- 
ful.  lliTt-  it  i)i  that  ya(  htnaiid  lHi;)U<>f  alt  kindH  arc 
t(i  Ik'  fdiind  taking  advaiitaK*'  of  mi  Tair  a  (TiiifiinK 
gnmnd,  sprcadinn  their  saiU  In-fore  the  breezes 
which  come  in  from  the  Atlantic.  It  was  on  the 
(ihore  <if  thi*  Hanin  that  the  Duke  of  Kent  had  hi» 
re-.'dence,  and  the  remains  of  the  musii;  pavilion 
still  rttanit  on  a  heiRht  which  ovcrlimks  the  water. 
The  "Prince's  l.^xltje,"  av  it  is  called,  may  he  visited 
(turing  the  drive  t«i  Bedford.  It  was  a  famous  place 
in  its  day,  however,  and  the  memory  of  the  King's 
ureal  grandfather  will  lonn  continue  to  he  held  in 
honor  by  the  Halifax  iH-ople. 

Visitors  to  Halifax  wishing  to  view  the  many 
points  of  interest,  and  the  outlying  In-auty  spots, 
will  do  well  to  apply  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
iif  Trade,  whose  office  is  at  the  corner  of  Mollis  and 
Duke  Streets.  They  can  obtain  from  him  much 
desirable  information. 

There  is  a  fine  electric  railway  service,  and  in 
other  respects,  including  the  hotels,  the  city  with 
all  its  historic  associations  is  as  progressive  in  com- 
mrTcial  spirit  as  any  on  the  continent. 

The  marine  railway  and  dr>-  dock  are  among  the 

objects  of  interest,  and  when  one  begins  to  go  around 

the  harbor  he  finds  more  than  enough  to  engage  his 

attention.     Halifax  is  a  very  live  seaport.     It  has 

communication    with    all    parts    of   the    world    by 

steamer  and  sailing  vessel.     Hither  come  the  <Kcan 

steamers  with  mails  and  passengers,  and  numbers 

of  others  which  make  this  a  port  of  call  on  their  way 

to  and  from  other  places.     A  large  trade  is  carried 

on  with  Europe,  the  Inited  States  and  the  West 

Indies,  and  from   here  also  the  fair 

Bermudas  may  !»■  \  isitcd.    Steamers 

arrive  and  depart  at  all   hours,  and 

the  harbor  is  never  dull.    Sea-fishing 

may  be  enjoyed  very  near  the  ci[\'. 

All   sorts   of 

fish  and  wild 

fowl  are   for 
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sail'  wht-n  !in  scawm  in  the  city.  Indt'cd,  the 
Halifax  Bsh  market  is  one  n(  the  siftht!t  and 
nowhere  can  there  hv  sten  a  Rtcater  variety  tA  the 
finest  fish  of  the  sea. 

To  the  eastward  is  a  wjmewhat  wild  country,  on 
the  shores  of  which  fishing  Is  extensively  carried 
on.  Numerous  arms  of  the  sea  admirably  suit  the 
occupation  of  its  people.  Back  from  the  shore  the 
country  abounds  in  heavy  forests  and  is  abundantly 
watered  with  lakes.  This  is  the  great  country  for 
moose,  which  arc  found  within  easy  distance  of  thf 
settlements.  Here  Is  a  place  for  sportsmen  —a 
hunters'  paradise. 

The  town  of  Dartmouth  is  situated  across  ihe 
harbor  from  Halifax,  and  is  easily  reached  b>'  a 
finely  equipped  steam  ferr\  .  It  can  also  be  reached 
by  the  Intercolonial  Railway  from  Windsor  junc- 
tion. .An  attractive  part  of  the  town  is  the  park, 
which  comprises  about  sixty  acres, 
and  has  a  beautiful  location  on  high  ~ '  ~^ 

ground.     The  views  from  this  part 
of    Dartmouth   are  ""^ 


extensive    and      ^^^ 
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varied,    that     from     Mount     Edward    being    an 
especially  fine  one. 

It  is  by  way  of  Dartmouth  that  Cow  Bay  is 
reached  by  a  drive  of  nine  miles,  for  six  of  which  the 
salt  water  is  in  view.  Cow  Bay.  famous  for  its 
surf  bathing,  has  a  fine  beach  about  a  mile  and  a 
half  long,  where  the  sea  rolls  in  with  a  magnificent 
sweep,  and  where  the  bather  can  safely  go  a  long 
distance  from  the  shore,  and  close  at  hand  is  a 
freshwater  lake.  On  the  road  to  Cow  Bay.  three 
miles  from  Dartmouth,  is  Fort  Clarence.  The 
Cow  Bay  gold  mines  may  also  be  visited  on  this 
trip. 

Other  places  of  interest  in  this  part  of  the  country 

are  Seaforth,  twenty  miles  from  Dartmouth;  West 

Chez7etcook,    twenty    miles,    and    Lawrencetown, 

fourteen  miles.    Here  will  be  found  beautiful  scenery 

and  good  bathing,  while  all    kinds  of 

sea  birds  are  abundant. 

Blue  wing  duck  and  teal  arc  found 

along  the  lakes  between  Dartmouth 

and    Waverley    from    September    to 

March,    while    woodcock,    snipe    and 

partridge  are 
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found  in  various  other  parts  of  this  district. 
Good  trout  Ashing  may  be  had  in  Spider  Lake, 
six  miles  from  Dartmouth,  and  in  Soldier  Lake, 
twelve  miles  from  the  town.  Grayling  arc  caught 
in  Waverlcy  Lake,  seven  miles  from  Dartmouth, 
and  the  fishing  stand  is  close  to  the  highway. 
May  is  the  time  to  fish  for  them. 

East  and  West  of  Halifax. — The  county  of 
Halifax  extends  along  the  Atlantic  coast  nearly  a 
hundred  miles,  and  has  a  number  of  fine  harbors. 
Its  shore  fisheries  arc  extensive  and  arc  an 
important  source  of  revenue  to  the  people. 

The  South  Shore. — The  line  of  the  Halifax  & 
South  Western  Railway,  extending  from  Halifax  to 
Yarmouth,  and  from  Bridgewatcr  to  Victoria 
Beach,  on  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  has  made  easy  of 
access  to  the  tourist  and  pleasure  seeker  a  part  of 
Nova  Scotia  that  possesses  all  of  the 
delightful  features  that  most  appeal 
to  those  who  seek  rest,  recreation  v 
and  enjoyment  amid  quiet  and 
beautiful  sur- 
roundings.
